REMARKS 

The present amendment is in response to the Restriction Requirement 
mailed April 26, 2002, in which the Examiner required an election between 
Invention I (Claims 1 through 12 drawn to a semiconductor device, classified in 
class 257, subclass 713) and Invention II (Claims 13 through 18 drawn to a 
method for making a semiconductor device, classified in class 428, subclass 
~\ 121). 

Applicants elect to prosecute the invention of Claims 1 through 12 
(Invention I) without traverse. In so electing, Applicants reserve the right to 
submit a divisional application directed to non-elected Claims 13 through 18 at a 
later time. In addition, Applicants submit herewith a Preliminary Amendment 
setting forth additional new Claims 19 through 26 directed to a semiconductor 
device, classified in class 257, subclass 713.
